Have  any  of  the  o  -r  ftates  in  the 
union,  even  the  largeft  and  moft  wealthy, 
inftituted  fo  gr^at  a  number  of  circuit 
courts,  or  fuperior  courts  of  any  kind? 
And  in  thofe  of  them  which  have  efta- 
blifhed  circuit  courts,  Does  not  the  num- 
ber of  inhabitants  in  their  counties,  ex- 
ceed that  of  our  prefent  diftriels  I 
Therefore,  ought  we  to  indulge  any; 
higher  ambition,  than  that  of  maturing1 
the  Syftein  of  courts  we  have  already 
adopted? 

If  circuit  courts  fhould  be  cftabiiflied, 
Will  not  the  attornies  for  the  common- 
wealth in  the  feveral  counties  (lay  fifty) 
coft  at  leaft  three  thoufar.d  dollars  annu- 
ally, more  than  is  now  allowed  to  thtmi  ? 
— Will  it  make  any  odds  to  the  people, 
whether  themonevis  collecledfrom  them, 
under -the  name  of  county  levies,  or  ftate 
taxes? — And  will  not  many  criminals 
efeape  punifiiment,  through  the  want  of

As  other  ftates,  which  have  eftablifh- 
ed  circuit  courts,  have  ai'fociated  with 
the  circuit  judge,  two  other  judges,  who 
refide  in  the  relpeclive  Counties,  for  the«j 
indifpenfable  purpofes,  of  adininiftering 
juP.ice  when  tin  circuit. jud^e  Hull  not  at- 
tend, or  (hall  c/c  interefted  to  check  his 
partialities  and  prejudices  when  he  pre- 

iides  and  in  urgent  cafes  which  arife 

in  vacations,  to  grant  injunelions  and  re 
exeats,  give  orders  for  taking  depofi li- 
ons, &c.  Is  it  not  certain,  that,  if  we 
embrace  circuit  courts,  aflociate  judges 
will  be  found  eflential  to  the  fyfttm,  in 
this  ftate ;  and  that  we  fliall,  annually, 
be  fubjecled  to  lix  thoufand  dollars  addi- 
tional expence  for  this  purpe.f  ? 

Is  it  not  a.  real  facl,  that  the  ftate,  not 
having  been  able  to  pay  adequate  falaries, 
to  the  fuperior  judges  now  in  cfr'ce,  is 
the  principal  caufe  of  the  tardy  and  er- 
roneous decifions,  fo  much  complained 
of  in  the  courts  to  whieh  they  are  ap- 
pointed? And  under  fuch  circurr.ftances, 
Will  it  be  wifdom,  to  launch  into  a  new 
ocean  of  judiciary  expence,  and  thereby 
not  only  increafe  the  mifchief  for  the 
prefent,  but  put  it  beyond  the  hope  of  ^ 
remedy  in  all  future  time  ? 

Is  there  not  a  confiderable  number  of 
counties  in  the  ftate,  which,  on  account 
of  the  fcwnels  and  poverty  of  their  in- 
habitants, compared  with  their  demands 
againft  the  public,  pay  little  or  no  reve- 
nue into  the  treafury  ?  Are  not  thefe 

the  only  counties,  which  can  poffibly  bi 
benefited  by  the  prefent  plan  of  circuit 
courts? — —Will  it  nek  be  the  moft  violent 
and  barefaced  extortion,  that  the  other 
counties  fhould  be  faddled  with  the 
whole  expence,  of  an  enormcui;v  ex 
per.five  fyftem  of  courts,  the  judges  of 
which,  if  they  fhould  be  Competent  ir 
point  of  (kill,  are  not  to  be  allowed  time, 

to  decide  half  their  fuits  ?  And  can 

there  be  anywa  v  devifed,  to  avoid  this 
two  fold  iniquity,  out  to  increafe  the  num- 
ber of  judges  propofed  ;  and  to  tax  each 
county  with  the  expences  of  its  own 
courts  and  criminals,  including  a  due 
proportion  of  "the  judge's  falaries? 

From  a  rational  and  candid  eveftigati- 
on  of  the  cafe,  Does  it  not  clearly  ap- 
year,  that  to  eftablilh  circuit  courts  in 
this  ftate,  on  any  tolerable  foundation, 
would  coft  double,  if  not  treble,  a3  mux  l 
money,  as  has  been  brought  into  vi-w,  in 
the  Bill  which  palled  the  houfe  of  repre- 
fentatives, at  their  I  a  ft  feflion  ? 

Finally,  if  circuit  courts  ibould,  on 
experiment,  prove  oppreflive,  which  i  - 
fallibly  muit"  happen,  Will  not  th;ir 
clerks,  and  the  judges  and  lawyers  who 
attend  them,  aided  by  their  friends,  toge- 
ther with  the  tavern  keepers,  and  other 
ii  habitants  of  their  county  towns  and 
their  vicinities,  be  always  able  to  influ- 
ence a  majority  of  the  iegiflature,  to  pre- 
vent their  abolition?  And  therefore,

them.  The  firft  conful  and  his  amily 
affifted  at  this  feaft,asweil  as  the  c  nfuls, 
minifiers,  foreign  ambnfladors  anc  mini- 
ilers,  the  fecretary  of  !te,  the  pr  fident 
of  the  fedlion  of  the  council  o,  late, 
the  prefidents  of  the  i  nfervative  1  >ate, 
of  the  tribunate,  and  of  the  tribui  1  ot 
calTation;  and  the  pi  feels  and  de^iitiei 


of  the  depar.ment.  who  attended  t,e 

fcaft  of  the  iftof  Vemkmiaire. 

Citizen  Jofeph  Buonaparte  had.KoJ 
vited  many  ether  citizens,  fome  oi  wn 
had  experientcd  hofp.tahty  in  America, 
^en  driven  from  their  own  couj uy  y 
the  handof  perfecution;  and  othe«s,iuc» 
as  La  Fayette,  who  had  nobly  contnlj- 
ted  to  the  eftabliihment  of  the  impend- 
ence of  the  United  States.    The  pre-  , 
fence  of  fuch  men  cannot  fad  to  recall 
the  American  minifters,  the  molt  < 
ng  and  honorable  recolleelions. 

Athx  o'clock,  the  minifier  of  exterior 
relations  prefented  to  the  firft  conful,  the 
convention  Dgned  on  the  oth,  and  at  the 
fame  moment,  the  happy  event  was  an- 
nounced by  the  discharge  of  twelve  pie- 
ces of  cannon.  ... 

Dinner  was  ferved  on  180  covers,  dii- 
tributed  among  three  tables,  and  in  three 
halls  contiguous  lo  each  other,  and  each 
decorated  in  a  manner  analogous  to  the 
occalion.  The  infcr'.ption  of  the  firft  hall 
was  the  Hall  of  Vruon—^t  of  the  le- 
cot.d,  thf  Hall  of  VSa,bingtO,i~™&  ot 
the  third,  the  hall  of  Franklin.  On  ev- 
ery fide  was  feen  a  profufion  of  foliage, 
flowers,  &c  interfperfed  with  colored 
lamps. 

In  the  Hall  of  Union,  military  em- 
blems, fuch  as  efcutcheons,  fupported  on 
croffed  banners,  were  placed  at  regular 
diftances.  The  defigns,the  figures  of  the  , 
efcutcheons,  the  inlcriptions  on  the  ban- 
ners, all  ferved  to.recal  to  our  minds, 
fome  nemo,  able  event  in  the  annals  of 
America,  or  to  place  within  our  view 
fome  of  thofe  places  which  have  been 
rendered  famous  by  American  valor. 

On  one  efcutcheon  was  read,  Lexing- 
ton: on  another,  rb?  fourth  of  July, 

1776—  American  Independence:  one  of 
the  flags  which  fupported  this  laft,  bore 
the  name  of  Hancock.  At'a  little  dif- 
tance, a  ftrield  exhibited  two  fafces  unK 
ted,  and  the  figures  of  France  aii^M 
mcrica,  and  one  of  the  I  r 
was  attached,  the  name  of  ffarretu.  ■ 
efcutcheon  was  inferibed  to  the  9f^\ 
demalre,  ytb  year,  the  day  on  which 
convention  was  figncd.

LAWS  OF  KENTUCKY 

An  ACT  allowing  the  United  Sutes  the 
use  of  prisons  in  this  State. 

Approved,  November  25,  1830. 

BE  it  enaEled  by  the  General  as^mbly, 
that  the  nrarfhall  for  the  court  of  fie  Li- 
nked States,  within  this  State,  ihah  have 
a  right  to  ufe  any  county  or  diftricl  pri- 
fon  within  this  commonwealth,  foi  the 
impriionment  of  any  one  in  his  cuitody, 
by  legal  writ  or  procefs  in  the  fame  man- 
ner as  the  fheriffs  of  the  refpeclive  c  un- 
ties have  a  right  to  ufe  fuch  prif  >ns. 
And  all  jailors  and  keepers  of  jails  wi  W.  ,1 
this  commonwealth  are  hereby  direcled 
to  receive  and  keep  fuch  pri loners  deliv- 
ered them  by  the  marfhall,  or  his  author- 
ized deputy,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  the 
prifonert  were  delivered  by  the  (he  riff  of 
the  county  in  which  his  jail  is  fixed  :  pro- 
vided, however,  that  alljcharges  for  key  - 
ing and  feeding,  and  other  incidents,  Hull 
be  made  by  fuch  jailor  againft  the  tnarfhj  II 
and  not  againft  the  county  or  diftricl. 

This  a'ci  mall  take  effeel  from  its  par- 
age. 


An  ACT  concerning  the  court  of  apeak. 

Approved  December  2?,  \Soo. 

Sec.  i.  BE  it  enacled  by  the  General 
atrembly,  that  fo  much  of  the  acl  palfed 
laft  feffion  of  affembly  entitled,  ^  an  acl  for 
enlarging  the  jurifdiclion  of  the  general 
feflions  held  in  Frankfort,  for  regulating 
proceedings  in  the  court  of  appeals,  in 
certain  cafes,  and  for  other  purpofes," 
as  refpetls  the  court  of  appeals,  except 
the  fourth,  fifth  and  feventh  feclions  of  the 
faid  acl  fhall  be-and  the  fame  is  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacled,  that 
hereafter  the  court  of  appeals  fhall  hold 
three  terms  in  every  year  :  the  firft  term 
to  commence  on  the  firft  Monday  in 
March,  the  fecond  term  to  commence  on 
the  firft  Monday  in  July,  and  the  third 
term  to  commence  on  the  firft  Vlonday 
in  November  in  every  year:  each  term 
to  hold  twenty  four  days  Sundays  except- 
ed, if  the  bufinefs  before  the  court  thai] 
require  it  ;  and  in  cafe  the  judges  at  any 
term  fhall  deem  it  neceffary  to  fit  longer 
to  do  the  bufinefs  before  them,  they  (hall 
have  power  at  any  time  more  than  five 
days  before  the  end  of  the  term,  to  add 
any  number  of  additional  days  to  that  term 
which  order  fhall  be  entered  of  record; 
and  in  cafe  in  any  term  a  court  fhall  not 
be  made  on  the  firft  day  thereof,  the  court 
(hall  ftand  ajourned  from  day  to  day  for 
ffven  days,  unlefs  a  court  fhall  b«  fooner 
formed    and  if  from  any  caufe  after  a 


court  fhall  meet,  the  court  fnall  not  fit  on 
any  day  of  a  term,  the  court  fhall  not  there- 
by be  adjourned,  but  may  fit  again  &  pro- 
ceed to  bufinefs  fo  foon  as  the  caufe  frail 
be  removed. 

Sec.  3,  Be  it  further  enacled,  that 
whenever  a  writ  of  error  fhall  be  fued  nut 
or  where  ever  an  appeal  fhall  be  granted, 
the  record  fhall  be  returned  to  the  clerk 
of  the  court  of  appeals,  on  or  before  the 
the  third  day  of  the  firft  court,  unlefs  for 
good  caufe  fhewn  the  court  fhall  grant  a 
further  day,  which  in  appeals  and  writs 
(  Which  fhall  have  been  made  fuperfede- 
as)  ill  a  1 1  not  be  beyond  the  third  day  of 
the  fecond  term. 

Sec.  4.  Appeals  and  writs  of  error  {hall 
ftand  for  trial  at  the  court  to  which  the 
record  fhall  be  returned,  and  in  writs  of 
error  thejpleadin gs  (where  nccelTary  )ihall 
be  had  in  Court,  but  the  court  for  good 
caufe  fhewn  may  grant  a  continuance  in 
any  caufe  before  them,  under  fuch  e- 
quitable  reftriclions  as  they  fhall  deem 
right.^ 

This  acl  fhall  oe  in  force  from  the  pafT- 
age  thereof. 


An  ACT  to  amend  the  laws  establishing 
the  county  courts. 

Approved,  December  20,  1800. 

WHEREAS  doubts  have  arifen  how 
the  law  ettablifhing  county  courts  and  the 
right  of  appeals  from  the  judgments  of  a 
Gngle  magiitrate  ought  to  be  conftrued  : 

Sec.  I.  Be  it  therefore  enacled  by  the 
general  assembly,  that  where  a  judgement 
fhall  be  given  by  a  fingle  magiftrate  (on  a 
warrant)  for  the  defendant,  the  plaintiff 
in  all  fuch  cafes  fhall  have  a  right  to  an 
appeal  therefrom,  in  the  fame  manner  as 
defendants  now  have  a  right  to  in  cafes 
where  judgments  have  been  given  againft 
them  for  twentyfive  (hillings  and  upwards 
provided  the  fum  claimed  by  fuch  plain- 
tiff* be  to  the  value  of  twenty-five  fhil- 
lings- 

This  acl  fhall  have  effeel  from  the  firft 
day  of  April  next. 

An  ACT  to  amend  lie  acl  cn  ti tied  "  an  acl 
to  amend  the  penal  laws  of  this  common- 
wealth" 

Approved,  December  zo,  18^0. 
BE  it  enacled  by  the  general  assembly, 
that  every  perfon  who  fhall  hereafter  be 
convicted  of  having  forged,  counterfeited 
or  altered  any  auditor's  warrant,  certifi- 
cate or  other  public  fecurity,  whereby 
money  may  be  drawn  from  the  treafury 
of  this  date  ;  or  of  having  been  concern- 
ed in  printing,  writing,  figning  or  palling 
any  fuch  forged  counterfeited  or  altered 


warrant,  certificate  or  public  fecurity, 
knowing  it  to  be  fuch  ;  fhall  be  fentenced 
to  undergo  a  confinement  in  the  jail  and 
penitentiary  houfe  of  this  ftate,  not  lefif 
than  two  years,  nor  more  than  five  years 
and  fhall  be  kept,  treated  and  dealt  with 
in  every  refpeel  as  is  directed  in  cafe  of 
other  perfons  who  are  or  fhall  be  confi- 
ned in  the  faid  jail  and  penitentiary  houfe 
agreeably  to  the  acl  entitled,  u  an  acl  to 
amend  the  penal  laws  of  this  common- 
wealth." 

This  acl  fhall  be  in  force  from  and  af- 
ter the  paffage  thereof. 

An  ACT  to  explain  and  amend  the  law 
relative  to  writs  of  ne  exeat  and  in- 
junction. 

Approved  December  lS,  1800. 
Sec.  r.  BE  it  enacled  by  the  general 
afTembly,  that  writs  of  ne  exeat  fhall  not 
be  granted,  but  upon  a  biil  filed,  and  affi- 
davit made  to  the  truth  of  the  allega- 
tions, which  being  produced  to  the  court 
in  term  time,  or  in  vacation,  to  as  mgny 
judges  or  juftices  as  fhall  be  neceffary  to 
conftitute  the  court  to  which  they  fever- 
ady  belong  (except  the  general  court, 
wherein  one  judge  fhall  be  fufticient,  if 
the  general  Court  hath  jurifdiclion  of  the 
cafe)  they  may  grant  or  refufe  fuch 
writ,  as  to  them  fhall  feem  juft,  and  if 
granted,  they  fhall  endorfe  thereon,  irt 
what  penalty  bond  and  fecurity  fhall  be 
required  of  the  defendant  ;  and  a  writ  of 
ne  exeat  may  iffue  in  any  caufe  where 
the  court  of  chancery  fhall  have  concur- 
rent jurifdiclion  with  a  court  of  common 
law.  And  they  fhall  alfo  endorfe  the 
name  or  names  of  the  fecurity  or  feturi- 
ties,  and  in  what  fum,  bond  and  fecurity 
fhall  be  required  by  the  complainant. 
And  no  writ  of  nt  exeat  fhall  iflue  until 
fuch  bond  with  good  fecurity  fhall  be 
given  by  the  complainant,  in  the  Clerk's* 
office,  from  whence  the  writ  is  to  iiTue. 
And  in  cafe  any  perfon  flayed  by  fuch 
writ  of  ne  exeat  fhall  think  himfelf  or 
herfelf  aggrieved,  lie  or  fhe  may  bring 
fuit  on  fuch  bond,  and  if  on  the  trial  it 
fhall  appear  that  the  writ  of  ne  exeat 
was  prayed  without  a  juft  caufe,  the  per- 
fon injured  fhall  recover  the  damages 
fullained  by  fuch  writ  of  ne  exeat. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacled,  that 
if  the  defendant  to  the  bill  fhall  go  out 
of  the  ftate,  but  fhall  return  before  a 
pcrfonal  appearance  fhall  be  neceffary 
by  any  decree  of  the  court,  or  fhall  be 
neceffary  to  perform  any  order  of  the 
court,  fuch  his  or  her  temporary  depar- 
ture, fhall  not  be  confidered  a  breach  of 
the  condition  of  the  bond. 
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Sec.  3.  Wherever  the  defendant  to 
the  bill  thall  give  fecurity  that  he  will 
not  depart  the  ftate,  the  ftcurity  (hall 
have  power  at  any  time  (before  the  bond 
fiiall  be  forfeited)  to  take  the  body  of 
his  principal  and  furrender  him  in  open 
court,  or  deliver  him  to  the  iheriff  of  the 
county  where  the  court  is  held,  in  which 
the  fuit  is  depending,  who  lhall  detain 
faid  principal  as  in  cafes  of  furrender  of 
the  principal  by  fpecial  bail.  And  in 
cafe  he  (hall  deliver  him  to  the  uierifT, 
he  (hall  take  his  receipt  for  the  body,  and 
file  it  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  ;  ei- 
ther of  which  (if  done  before  the  bond 
is  forfeited)  lhall  difcharge  the  fecurity 
from  his  undertaking. 

Sec.  4.  No  notice  (hall  be  neceftary  in 
any  cafe  where  an  application  (hall  be 
made  for  an  injunction  during  term  time 
of  any  court,  nor  in  vacation  in  any  cafe 
where  the  title  or  bounds  of  land  are 
brought  in  queftion. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  enacled,  that  any 
judge  of  the  dillricl  courts  may  grant  an 
injunction  in  any  diftricVin  the  ftate,  but 
filch  injunction  lhall  be  tried  in  the  lame 
diftrict  as  it  would  have  been,  if  this  pro- 
vilion  had  not  been  made. 

This  a6l  fliall  commence  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  the  pallage  thereof. 

An  ACT  to  amend  the  acl  entitled  "an  tiff 
regulationg  eleclions. 

Approved,  December  19,  1800. 
Be  it  enabled  by  the  general  assembly* 
that  an  election  for  fenators  to  reprefent 
the  fenatorial  diftricls  fliall  be  held  as  fol- 
lows 5 — For  the  diftrict  containing  the 
counties  of  Barren  and  Wairen  ;  for  the 
diftrict  containing  the  county  of  Fayette  ; 
for  the  diftrict  containing  the  county  of 
Mercer;  for  the  diftrict  containing  the 
county  of  Waihington;  for  the  diftrict  con- 
taining the  counties  of  Campbell,  Pendle- 
ton and  Boone  ;  and  for  the  diftrict  con- 
taining the  county  of  Bourbon,  on  the  firft 
Monday  in  Auguft  in  the  year  1801  :  &on 
the  fame  day  and  mouth  in  every  4th  year 
thereafter.  For  the  diltrict  containing 
the  county  of  Madifon  ;  for  the  diltrict 
containing  the  counties  of  Harrifon  and 
Bracken  ;  for  the  diftrict  containing  the 
county  of  Lincoln  ;  for  the  diftrict  con- 
taining the  counties  of  Livin  ;lton,  Hen- 
derfon,  Muhlenberg,  and  Ohio;  for  the 
diftrict  containing  the  counties  of  Logan 
and  Chriftian  ;  for  the  diftrict  containing 
the  county  of  woodfovd  ;  and  for  the  dil- 
trict containing  the  counties  of  Shelby  and 
Henry,  on'the  hrit  Monday  in  Auguft  in 
the  year  1802:  and  on  the  fame  day  and 
month  in  every  4th  year  thereafter.  For 
the  diftrict  containing  the  county  of  Nel- 
ion  ;  for  the  diftrict  containing  the  county 
of  Fleming  ;  for  the  diftrict  containing 
the  county  of  Clarke;"  for  the  diftrict 
containing  the  county  of  Jeflfcrfon  : 
for  the  diftrict  containing  the  counties 


of  Franklin'and  Gallatin  ;  and  for  the 
diftrict  containing  the  county  of  Mafon, 
on  the  firft  Monday  in  Auguft,  in  the 
year  1803  ;  and  on  the  fame  day  and 
month,  in  every  fourth  year  thereafter. 
And  for  the  diltrict  containing  the  coun- 
ties of  Cumberland  and  Pulalki ;  for 
the  diftrict  containing  the  counties  of 
Bullitt  and  Hardin  ;  for  the  diitriel  con- 
taining the  county  of  Greene  ;  for  the 
diftridt  containing  the  county  of  Mont- 
gomery ,  for  the  diftrict  containing  the 
county  of  Scott  ;  and  for  the  diltrict 
containing  the  counties  of  JefTamine  and 
Garrard,  on  the  iirlt  Monday  in  Auguft 
in  the  year  1804:  and  on  the  fame  day 
and  month,  in  every  fourth  year  thereaf- 
ter. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacied,  that 
the  elections  aforefaid  (hall  be  conducted 
in  the  fame  manner,  and  under  the  fame 
rules  and  regulations  as  are  prelcribcd 
by  the  aft  entitled  an  act  regulating 
elections,  palled  November  feftion,  1799  : 
anv  law  or  laws  to  the  contrary,  not- 
withstanding. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enaclid,  that 
in  all  cafes  of  elections  of  a  governor,  or 
lieutenant  governor,  or  member  of  either 
houfe  of  the  general  aflcmbly,  when  the 
poll  fliall  be  kept  open  for  more  than  one 
day,  the  judges  and  IherifT  conducting 
the  fame  lhall  each  day  at  the  clofe  of  the 
polls,  examine  the  ftate  thereof,  and  the 
iheriiV  upon  fuch  examination,  lhall  pro- 
claim the  refult  thereof  at  the  court- 
houfe  door,  or  at  the  door  of  the  houfe 
in  which  an  election  fliall  be  held  in  any 
precinct  eftablilhed  by  law. 

This  act  lhall  commence  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  the  paftage  thereof. 

An  ACT  concerning  Alimony- 

Approved  December  20,  1800. 

Sec.  I.  BE  it  enabled  by  the  General 
Assembly,  that  any  convt  of  quarter-fef- 
fions,  or  diftrict  court,  lhall  be  veiled  with 
jurifdiclion  to  hear  and  determine  appli- 
cations from  wives  againit  their  huibands, 
for  alimony,  in  cafes  where  the  hulband 
has,  or  may  hereafter  defert  or  abandon 
his  wife  for  the  fpace  of  one  year  fuccef- 
fively,  or  where  he  lives  in  open  avowed 
adultrv  with  another  woman,  for  the 
fpace  of  fix  months  ;  and  in  cafe  of  cruel, 
inhumane  and  barbarous  treatment. 

Sec.  2.  The  faid  applications  lhall  be 
by  exhibiting  a  bill  in  chancery,  alleging 
the  caufe  why  alimony  is  claimed,  on 
which  fliall  be  had  the  fame  proceeding 
as  in  other  fuits  in  chancery,  to  bring  the 
fame  to  a  hearing,  at  which  a  jury  lhall 
be  impannelled  to  enquire  into  fuch  fafls 
as  may  a  rife  from  the  allegations  of  the 
bill,  or  from  the  matters  put  in  iifue  in 
the  caufe  by  the  pleadings,  as  the  cafe 
mav  be  ;  and  if  on  the  enquiry  any  one  of 
the  before  rc c'< ted  caufes  lhall  be  found 
•to  exift,  the  court  fliall  decree  to  the 


complainant,  alimony,  out  ot  the  dcfencU 
ant's  efface,  and  ihail  have  and  pofleft 
the  fame  power  to  carry  their  decrees  in- 
to effect,  us  in  other  caufes.  But  alimo- 
ny fliall  /lot  be  granted  in  cafe  of  ©pert 
aciultry  on  the  part  of  the  wife. 

Sec.  L  After  a  decree  for  alimony,  the 
power  ff  the  hulband  over  the  wife,  (hall 
ceafe  u  id  determine,  and  flie  fliall  have 
a  right  to  ufe  her  faid  alimony,  and  to 
acquire,  ufe  and  difpofe  of  any  property 
whatever,  without  being  fubject  to  the 
controul,  moleftation  or  hindrance  of  her 
Faiid  t. u  1: .and,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if 
flie  was  a  feme  sole. 

Sec.  4.  Where  the  hufband  fliall  be  a- 
bout  to  remove  himfelf  and  his  effects 
out  of  the  ftate,  or  where  there  js  reafort 
to  fufpect  that  lie  will  fraudulently  con- 
vey away  or  conceal  his  property,  the 
court,  or  any  judge  or  juftice  thereof  in 
vacation,  lhall  have  power  to  grant  writs 
of  nc  exejt,  or  injunction,  in  their  difcre- 
tion,  and  to  make  fuch  order  as  will  fe- 
cure  alimony  to  the  wife.
